Men will not ſuffer their filthie nakednes to be ſeen, * 
and therefore, they will clap, and keeve their garments 
about them, and rather weare razged, then none ar all. 
Yer all covering externall will never hidethis ſpirituall 
nakednefle, Bydily nakednes requires bodily covering, 
& that is enough: Spirituall nakednes requires ſpirituall 
SOV. Put ye on therefore the Lord Ieſus Chr:ſt. Rom.13. 

T hat he ſee no uncleannes inthee. | The Hebrew phraſe 
many be read two wayes,firſt, the nakeanes of a thing, an 
uncleane buſines,or matter;that he ſce not an unſcemely thing 
in thee,, Or ſecondly, any nakeares, Or uncleannes, any at 
all, ſo d5abhar is taken, to fignihe any.

And this appearesalfo by the 
bitter complaint hereof, in the Church of God, among 
his people, when God had turned from them, and the 
woelull effes thereof, threatned Devt.31,17. Iw'll for. 
ſakethem, and hide my face from them, and many evils and 
troubles ſhall befall them. Lord it 1s no marve!l, though 
many evils doe befall vs, when thou the fountaine of all 
good doeſt leaue us | Hoſea. 9. 12. Tea, woe unto them, 
when I depart from them. : 

As when the Sunne goeth away from our Horizon,he 
turnes away all his light and comfort fromus, and leaues 
us togrope in the darkenefle: So when God turnes'away 
from us, we are bexeaved of all good, He turnes nor 
away alone, The Sinne when he comes to us, comes

' Concomitants, doe whecele about with him. Which, 
aboue all things in the world, ſhould makevs caretull, 
- as wertender the reſidence of God amongus, yea as We 
render our lines, the life of our lives, that by Sinne, we 


turne not God away from us. For the Toy of the Lord is our | 


ſtrength. Nehems. 8. 10. 
Secondly; this ſhould teach us, that we ſhould go 
ſooner ſee uncleannesand finne, but like God, away we 


ſhould rurne our felues from it, with loathing indigna- 


tion. As when we behold an obic&lefle ſavorie, and 


pleaſing to our ſent and fight, we turne away and goea- 
{ide, hide our eyes, and ftop our noſes : So there ſhould 
no evill boldly preſent it ſelfe to us, but we ſhould divert 
our lelues. And fo it ſhould appeare, that there is ſome- 


what of that true hatred ofſinne inus, which 1s moſt in- 
finicely in God: which if we did God would the lefle, nay 


not at all turne away from us. 
Thirdly; and laſtly; Behold here, the loathſumenes 
of {inne, the vileneſſe and filthineſſe thereof, molt in- 


rollerable, in that it makesthe Lord turne away from 


his beloved people. 

Nothing (my Brethren, ) can beſo odious to us, to 
make us turne away in diſdaine, to make us forſake and 
withdraw our (clues from it, as ſinneand uncleanneſle is 
to God. It is that which forceth him to abandon his 
people witha temporarie derelidion,untill they returne : 
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euen loving kindnes and mercies. ler, 16. 5. Firſt, God takes

= - Somediſpleaſing obie# or other it alwayes is, which

and miſerable, and worthily of it ſelfe to be deteſted, 
oh what anabominable and beaſtly thing is.ſinne,a 
moſt uncleane uncleanneſle, and impure im- 
puritic, which makes God to turne away 
from us, becauſe of that ?
